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Otto  Lauren  Nelson  Jr.,  46-year  old  insurance  executive  and 
a  resident  of  Princeton  for  the  past  three  years,  whose  achieve- 
ments as  an  organizational  troubleshooter  were  recognized  last 
week  with  his  appointment  to  President  Truman's  newly- 
created  advisory  committee  on  management.  In  tapping  Nel- 
son and  11  other  experts,  the  White  House  was  initiating  a 
systematic  program  to  "evaluate  and  improve  the  effective- 
ness and  economy  of  government  operations,"  the  general  field 
in  which  Nelson  majored  with  distinction  during  World  War  II. 

A  member  of  the  Class  of  1924  at  the  United  States  Military 
Academy,  this  native  of  Omaha,  Neb.,  actually  entered  civilian 
life  in  1946  after  compiling  a  Staggering  war  record.  In  the 
space  of  five  years,  he  exchanged  a  major's  leaves  for  a  major 
general's  stars,  helped  effect  the  most  sweeping  organizational 
changes  in  War  Department  history,  held  forth  as  deputy 
commander  of  an  overseas  theater  and  at  war's  end  served 
as  a  Special  Adviser  to  the  Department  of  State.

In  Lambertville,  preparations 
went  forward  for  pageantry  to 
mark  the  town's  100th  anniver- 
sary this  month.  Mayor  William 
Naylor,  approving  a  "Gold  Rush" 
theme,  went  about  in  buckskin 
with  an  old  Kentucky  rifle,  passed 
a  resolution  asking  all  men  in  town 
to    grow   beards.
